VIENNA, Feb. 23.—(UP)—The 
government was informed at 9 o'clock 
tonight through heimwehr (home 
cuard) intelligence service that ap- 
proximately 10,000 troops in the so- 
called nazi Austrian legion of Ba- 
varia, heavily armed, were concen- 
trating on the German-Austrian fron- 
tier.

WORCESTER, England, Feb. 23.

New Cancer Clinic Approved 
By Georgia Baptist Board 


A new cancer clinic for pay pa- 
tients will begin operation in Atlanta 
soon, it was announced Friday night 
following a meeting of the hospital 
committee of the Georgia Baptist con- 
vention, which voted to establish the 
Atlanta cancer clinic at the Georgia 
Baptist hespital. The approval of the 
board came after the staff in a meet- 
ing Tuesday night voted for establish- 
ment of the pay clinic. 

Following the vote of the group, a 
special committee was appointed to 
perfect details and to put the clinic 
into operation. It will: be organized 
and operated to meet all requirements 
of the American Medical Association, 
the American College of Surgeons and 
the Fulton County Medical Society, 

D. Barker, superintendent of 
Georgia Baptist hospital, declared. 

Officers of the clinic were elected 
as follows: Dr. J. L. Campbell, direc- 
tor; Dr. T. C. Dawson, president; Dr. 
James J. Clark, first vice president ; 
Dr. Marion Benson, second vice presi- 
dent, and Dr. Howard Hailey, secre- 
tary. The officers will serve for this 
year and a full clinic staff will be 
announced later, along with the date 
when the clinic will begin operation. 

Though there is a cancer clinic at 
Grady hospital, Mr. Barker pointed 
out that the establishment of the new 
institution will mark the first pay 
cancer clinic ever to be operated here. 


“For some time,” said Mr. Barker, 
“the Georgia Baptist hospital has 
operated a cancer department and in 
the past two years has treated more 


than 400 cases. The new clinic will 
be enlarged as to facilities from time 
to time and will have its own staff.” 

Mr. Barker said the clinic will have 
370 millegrams of radium element, 
which amount is equivalent in daily 
activity to that amount of radium 
emanation—gas. He also stated that 
the hospital now has modern deep 
X-ray therapy equipment which was 
recently installed. 

What effect the move to establish 
the new pay cancer clinic will have on 
an ordinance now pending before At- 
lanta city council to enlarge the Stei- 
ner ward for pay patients is not known. 
The pending ordinance provides that 
the city, which owns the property on 
which the Steiner clinic stands, would 
turn over the land to the Steiner 
trustees to form a private corporation 
to be financed with $250,000 as a loan 
from the federal government. The city 
would then pay a per diem to the hos- 
pital for charity patients. 

In view of the fact that the new 
Atlanta cancer clinie would probably 
become competitive for pay patients, 
there was some speculation as to the 
procedure on the proposal for a pay 
clinic at Steiner,

PARIS, Feb. 23.—(4)—A dread “‘in-

His sudden intervention in the af- 
fair gave it an added gravity, while 
Interior Minister Sarraut was cred- 
ited with accepting the idea of some 
hidden force seeking to terrorize wit- 
nesses in the $40,000,000 pawnshop 
machinations of the late Serge Sta- 
visky.

DR. MOSS RESIGNS 
AS AUGUSTA DEAN 


|Dr. L. G. Kelly Named 


Vice Dean for Georgia 
Medical College. 


AUGUSTA, Ga., Feb. 23,—(/)— 
Dr. Lorenzo Moss today resigned his 
postion as dean of medicine at fte 
University of Georgia medical college. 

Philip Weltner, chancellor of the 
University system, advised of Dr. 
Moss’ action, made a statement at 
Tifton, Ga., where he was on a tour 
of inspection of state institutions, that 
Dr. Lombard G. Kelly, professor of 
anatomy at the medical college, had 
been named vice dean and instructed 
to take over the duties of Dr. Moss 
pending action of the board of re- 
gents. 

The Augusta Herald in a telephone 
conversation with the chancellor quot- 
ed Weltner as saying that Dean Moss’ 
“integrity and professional ability is 
unimpaired and only their differences 
over educational policies made the 
change necessary.” 

The chancellor also made Miss Jane 
Newton, bookkeeper, acting treasurer 
of the medical school, and added that 


Dr. Moss had resigned as a member 
of the school’s faculty. 


Dean Moss, who was well known 
for his. work in developing the correct 
method of matching blood for trans- 
fusions, was appointed dean by the 
board of regents and went to Augusta 
from his home in Athens in July, 
1931. 

At the time the University of Geor- 
gia medical school was dropped from 
the accredited list of the National As- 
sociation of Medical Schoois, Dr. Moss 
was the object of much criticism. The 
association’s action was made public 
last Sunday. 

Chancellor Weltner a few days ago 
was interviewed by a delegation from 
Augusta seeking plans for regaining 
the accredited rating of the school. 

The chancellor told the delegation 
every step possible would be taken to 
restore the medical school to its for- 
mer rating and that he would go to 
Chicago next Tuesday to present the 
institution’s case to the national group. 

Weltner said the national associa- 
tion had criticized the dean, adding 
“but they jumped on me, too.”

Instruction is given at the classes 
on the financing and marketing of 
crops and the use of the crop out- 
look and other information issued 
by the United States department of 
agriculture, state agricultural col- 
leges and experiment stations, and 
other organizations seeking to aid 
the farmer in solving his problems. 

The federal government in con- 
ducting these classes is seeking to 
put the business of farming on a 
businesslike basis and eliminate the 
hit-or-miss methods of production 
which are largely responsible for 
the present condition of American 
agriculture. 

Every farmer within reach of one 
of these classes should become a 
regular attendant. The informa- 
tion he can secure from them is 
certain to better equip him to wise- 
ly and economically go about his 
farming. 


DEATH COMES TO SANDINO. 

Death before the rifles of the 
armed forces of his own country 
Thursday brought a dramatic close 
to the colorful career of Augusto 
Ceasar Sandino, Nicaraguan rebel 
whose activities were so long a 
thorn in the flesh to the United 
States marines stationed in that 
Latin American country pending 
the election of a government named 
by the people at a free and open 
election. 
dino had a charmed life. Constant- 
ly hunted, not only by 
rines but by the troops of Nica- 
‘ragua, he was reported on numer- 
ous occasions as having been killed 
in action, only to bob up later at 
some other spot at the head of his 
well-armed and trained troops. 

In many respects Sandino was 
one of the most picturesque in- 
surgents whose activities have 
played a conspicuous part inthe 
writing of the history of Latin 
America. Of indomitable spirit, a 
personal bravery that made him 
scornful of danger, he was, al- 
though small of stature, a dominant 
figure in any gathering, his dra- 
matic bearing being enhanced by 
the colorful dress he affected. 

He first came into prominence 
when he refused, in 1927, to abide 
by the Tipitapa agreement nego- 
tiated by the United States between 
the embattled liberal and conserva- 
tive elements of Nicaragua. Going 
‘into the jungles with 700 picked 
men, he waged guerilla warfare 
against both the United States ma- 
rines and the Nicaraguan troops for 
five years. During this period he 
is reported to havé lost 4,000 men 
battle, his losses having been 
| quickly made up by new recruits 
to his ranks. 

When the marines withdrew 
January 1, 1932, the task of com- 
| bating Sandino was taken over by 
‘the national guard, but fighting 
ended a few months later through 
an agreement between President 
Sacasa and Sandino. The bitterness 
between the guard and the insur- 
gent leader continued and finally 
resulted death at the 
hands of a group of its members.

If there is anything to be learned 
from the abortive socialist uprising in 
Vienna, it surely is this that attempis 
to start a revolution in peace time are 
absolutely futile. No group or class 
is a match for a government dispos- 
ing of the perfect technical repression- 
al apparaius modern governments dis- 
pose of. The biggest mob can be 
mowed down by machine guns and the 
strongest position they can occupy can 
be blasted to smithereens by howitz- 


ers. 

It’s different in«war time. Then 
the whole population is armed and 
then discontent may rise to. the top 
and overthrow the government. This 
happened in Russia and in Germany 
in 1918. It may be argued that Hit- 
ler came to power in peace time. This 
is true, but Hitler did not conquer 
power. It was handed to him. He 
was called by President Hindenburg, 
even as Mussolini was called to power 
by the king of Italy. Hitler and 
Mussolini were heading counter-revo 
lutions, not revolutions. 

And so, to come back once more to 
the lesson of Austria, since revolu- 
tions cannot succeed in time of peace, 
let us keep the peace. Once war 
breaks out, there is no telling what 
may happen. In the present state of 
perfection of armaments, no soldier 
will long fight willingly and with en- 
thusiasm. He will revolt. That's the 
danger in Europe.

They knew there 
was no use ‘to offer the sales tax. They wanted to fight for a — 
sharp reduction. That is always popular. But they could not do 
that and maintain their position for a balanced budget. 

So they sat down and took it. 


FOXY General Johnson was bitten by a fox before he curtailed 

the scope of the Nye resolution to NRA workers in Wash- 
ington. The fox was a certain democratic senator. It happened 
this way: 

Senator Nye wanted to know the business connections of all 
NRA employes. His purpose was obvious. He wanted to show that 
the industrialists controlled the key positions in the NRA, and 
were using the codes for their own private business purposes. 

Johnson is a frank man. UHe did not want to conceal anything. 
He got up the whole list of NRA employes and was about to give it 
to Nye, when Nye introduced a formal resolution in the senate call- 
ing for the data. 

A certain democratic senator telephoned Johnson and suggested 
he ought not to give such anti-NRA ammunition to its critics. The 
senator and Johnson agreed to sidetrack the resolution into Sena- 
tor Pat Harrison’s finance committee for scrutiny. 

TRICK it was then fixed up inside so that Johnson would go 

before the committee and suggest that it would be a 
lot of trouble to get the NRA employe records “from all over the 
country.”” He induced the committee to limit the issue to NRA 
employes here in town That sounded logical and the committee 
fell for it. So did the senate. 

The trick about it is that the NRA employes who are supposed 
to come from: blackest big business are on the code authorities. 
They are the real manipulators in NRA now, because they interpret 
the codes. 

But the code authorities do not sit in Washington, and hence do 
not logically come under the Nye resolution.

JAMES F. BURDETT 
DIES AT AGE OF 94 


Widely Known Pioneer 
Succumbs in House Here 
He Bought in 1865. 


James Franklin Burdett, one of the 
best known pioneer citizens of Ful- 
ton county, died Friday night at his 
home on Mount Perrin road. He was 
94 years of age. 

He had been in declining health 
for some time, but had been ill for 
only three weeks. He died in the 
home he purchased during the War 
Between the States where he settled 
with his family in 1865, : 

Mr. Burdett was widely known in 
Fulton county and was one of the 
pioneer developers of the northern 
He was ex- 
tremely active in church work and 
was a member of the Mount VParran 
Baptist church for 63 years, 52 years 
of which he served as a deacon. 

He enlisted in the Confederate army 
in 1862 and was a member of Major 
Laden’s artillery, ninth Georgia bat- 
talion. He served throughout the 
duration of the war and in 1865 he 
and a number of companions, includ- 
ing the late widely known pioneer, 
John S. Heard, walked back to At- 
lanta from West Virginia to begin 
reconstruction. 

He is survived by 144 direct de- 
scendents. His three daughters are 
Miss Alice Burdett and Mrs. J. 0. 
Casey, of Atlanta, and Mrs. ©. A. 
Willingham, of Sycamore, Ga., and 
his five sons are the Rev. W. F. 
Burdett, pastor of the Lilburn Bap- 
tist church; T. A., L. I., S. F., and 
C. C. Burdett. There are 48 grand- 
children and 88 great-grandchildren. 

Grandsons are to act as pallbearers 
at the funeral services which will be 
held at 2 o'clock Sunday afternoon at 
the Mount Parran church.

Biff Jones and Frank 
Thomas See Aid for 
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Offense.

What amounts to a rather warm 
general indorsement of the new 
changes in the football rules, is ex- 
pressed by a majority of the delega- 


tion of prominent Southeastern con- 
ference coaches in attendance at the 
basketball tournament here. 

Most of them agree in the belief 
that all the changes will react bene- 
ficially to the offense. 

Captain Lawrence M. (Biff) Jones, 
that excellent coach and West Point- 
er, who was among the distinguished 
gallery of coaches that watched Geor- 
gia Tech’s spring practice yesterday, 
came forward with the first state- 


ment. 
LIKES THE PASS. 

“While I was one of those coaches 
who wanted the ball moved in 15 
yards on sideline plays, instead of the 
accepted 10, I cannot kick on the 
changes that were put into effect at 
the meeting of the rules committee 
here,” he stated. 

“I think the lifting of the touch- 
_back penalty on the first pass into 
the end zone will be of great ad- 
vantage to scoring plays inside the 
20-yard line,” Captain Jones added. 
| He also expressed satisfaction with 
the other two minor changes, particu- 
larly that lifting the five-yard penalty 
on incomplete passes.: 

“We scored a lot with passes at 
'L. 8S. U. last year and naturally these 
changes will help our game,” the 
popular army man continued. 

THOMAS SAYS 0O. K. 

Frank Thomas, of Alabama, who 
also was one of the group that watch- 
ed the Jackets scrimmage, agreed with 
Captain Jones on the pass. 

“It ought to open up things a great 
deal for the offense in scoring terri- 
tory and don’t be surprised now to 
see all the teams developing their pass 
plays in this zone,” Frank declared. 

Coach Tomas added that he was 
looking around for another passer or 
so himself since this change was put 
in the rules. 

Ted Cox, Tulane’s stalwart coach, 
and Captain A. R. MeKechnie, of 
Mississippi State, stated that they 
could find no fault with the changes 
and considered all of them construc- 
tive. 

Few of the coaches believed that the 
change in the kicking rule, allowing 
a player to hold the ball for a punt 
without having to drop it, would have 
much noticeable effect. 

A player can kick the ball better 
holding it himself, anyway,” one of 
them stated.

HEAVY CHOSEN

Leo Shea, Best of Three 
Licensed Referees, Is 
Selected.

MIAMI, Fla., Feb. 23.—(#)—The 
Miami boxing commission today chose 
Leo Shea, a heavyweight himself, to 
referee Primo. Carnera’s 10d- round 
heavyweight title defense against 
Tommy Loughran next Wednesday 
night as the warriors coasted close to 
the end of their serious training rou- 
tine. 

Shea, considered the best qualified 
of the three referees licensed by the 
commission, weighs 190 pounds, 1s 
six feet tall and is over 40 years old.

The two judges who will act in 
conjunction with the referee will. be 
chosen by the commission Monday.

From those suit- 
able both to the champion and chal- 
lenger two will be chosen. Their 
names will not be known, however, 
until the fighters step into the ring 
at Madison Square Garden's stadium 
Wednesday night, 

The fight camp excitement of the 
day shifted to West Palm Beach, 
where Loughran, who has been show- 

brilliantly in training. against his 
ofty sparring partners, Jaek Pettifer, 
Ace Clark and Ed Hogan, entertained 
the former heavyweight king, Gene 
Tunney. 

Tunney refused to pick a winner 
but his sympathies appeared entirely 
with the man who stands out among 
heavyweights today as the boxing 
counterpart of the former marine. 
They once boxed an eight-round no- 
decision bout in 1922. 

“Tf I didn’t think Tommy had a 
chance, I wouldn’t go to the fight,” 
Tunney; said after he had watched 
Laughran punch his big mates all 
over the training ring, befuddling 
them with his sharp left jab, his feint- 
ing and footwork. ‘And I'll be there 
at the ring side. 

“It’s no sport to see a big man 
fight a little’ man, but Tommy is 
not only a fit opponent for the mam- 
moth Italian, but he will make the 
going very rough for him.

House and Senate Bodies 
To Proceed Alone in 
Vote This Fall. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—(4)— 
Failing to agree on a program of ac- 
tion with the national committee, the 
senate and house republican campaign 
committees decided today to combine 
and proceed alone in the party drive 
upon the democratic congressional ma- 
jorities this fall. 

Senator Hastings, of Delaware, 
head of the senatorial committee, and 
Representative Bolton, of Ohio, chair- 
man of the congressional committee, 
announced in a joint statement the 
plan to conduct the campaign with- 
out the assistance of the national 
committee headed by Everett Sanders, 
of Indiana. 

The statement said the joint com- 
mittee would have the “full co-opera- 
tion” of the national organization but 
it added the latter would “take no 
part in the campaign activities of 
the combined senatorial and congres- 
sional committees.” 

Hastings would not elaborate on 
this statement, but other republican 
leaders said there had been a failure 
on the part of the senate and house 
groups to “get together” with the na- 
tional committee. 

Sanders, about whose continuance 
as national chairman there has been 
some factional dispute, was said in 
authoritative quarters to have advised 
beginning the campaign this year in 
June. The senate and house chief- 
tains, however, thought it should 
start sooner. 

Also there were said to be differ-

al committee having little to offer in 
that direction. 

The joint statement announced a 
publicity bureau would be set up here 
under the direction of Warren W. 
Wheaton, for 10 years a Washington 
correspondent for the Philadelphia 
Public Ledger.
